Agnes Repplier Dies 


Philadelphia —(NC)— Requiem 
Mass was offered in St. John the 
Evangelist Church on Dec. 18 for 
Miss Agnes Repplier, dean of 
American essayists who was guid- 
ed into the essay field by a Cath- 
olic editor. Burial was in a crypt 
of St. John’s churehyard. 

The author died (December T5) 
in her ‘Philadelphia suburban home 
at the age of 96. 

A native Philadelphian destined 
to become a Laetare Medalist and 
to'hold top literary eminence, Miss 
Repplier did not learn to read 
until she was more than nine years 
old and had a childhood distaste 
for study. Her family thought her 
hopelessly dull and sent her to the 
Academy of the Sacred Heart at 
Eden Hall where—to their surprise 
and her own—she developed a 
strong interest in schooling. 

“In Our Convent Days” told of 
these girlhood years under the 
Sisters of the Sacred Heart. 

The Rev. Isaac Hecker, founder 
of the Paulists and then editor of 
The Catholic World, is credited 
with guiding the young Agnes 
Repplier away from short story

Later in life, starting in 1929, she 
turned to the field of historical 
biography, producing such books 
as “Pere Marquette,” “Mere Marie 
of the Ursulines” and “Junipero 
Serra.”

because they risked nothing that 
was important to them—namely, 
the truth. And to the world, their 
retreat from principle has brought 
nothing but tears and mourning 
throughout the world.” 

Mr. Sokolsky stated that “the 
test of their system came with the 
arrest of Archbishop Stepinac, not 
because he is a Roman cleric, nor 
even because he is a man of re- 
ligion, of any religion.” 

“The test came because no gov- 
ernment, no major nation, protest- 
ed the impropriety for his trial and 
imprisonment as a_ violation of 
truth,” he observed. “So practical 
had -we all become that nothing 
really mattered except the avoid- 
ance of responsibility.” 

Judge Brogan, speaking on “The

Judge Hutcheson, speaking on 
“The Natural Law and the Right 
to Property,” said that “a man 
would be no better than a slave 
if he could not exercise his natural 
right to acquire and own property 
and to retain it free from arbitrary 
control.” He further stressed that 
“a government which did not recog- 
nize and preserve this right could 
not be just. 


Mr. Morely, speaking on “The 
Natural Law and the Right ‘to 
Freedom of Expression,” charged 
that Americans of the future must 
“nossess as much faith in God as 
they have in the Atomic or Hydro- 
gen Bomb” in order to ensure the 
peace of the world. 


“For a long time now we have 
been steadily contracting the 
sphere that belongs to God, and 
steadily expanding that which be- 
longs to Caesar,” Mr. Morely told 
the Institute gathering. “The the- 
ory of Welfare State moves, like 
the shadow of an eclipse, across 
the face of God. And as the di- 
vine warmth is cut off—by our own 
folly—we become not more secure 
but only more baffled, anxious and 
confused.” 


Father Ford, speaking on “The 
‘Natural Law and the Right to Pur- 
sue Happiness,” explained the con- 
cept of “pursuit of happiness” as 
it occurs in the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

“This happiness has little to do 
with the beatitude of scholasticism, 
and indeed the underlying philoso- 
phy from which it appears to have 
originated is a type of utilitarian- 
ism which scholastic philosophy re- 
jects,” Father Ford told the audi- 
ence. 

The Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C., President of Notre Dame, 
served as Honorary Chairman of 
the Institute.

Congress Hopes Tito Won't 


Use U.S. Aid For Red Ends 


Washington —(NC)— A hope 
that the emergency aid this coun- 
try is providing to Yugoslavia may 
be kept from serving the purpose 
of tyranny and oppression was ex- 
pressed here as Congress cleared 
the way for final passage of legis- 
lation providing the assistance. 


The hope lies in two amendments 
appended to the Yugoslav aid 
measure in the course of Congress- 
ional debate. Senator Brien Mc- 
Mahon of Connecticut proposed the 
amendments and obtained their 
adoption in the Senate. Similar 
amendments were subsequently 
adopted in the House. 


The first amendment, which 
Senator Tom Connally of Texas, 
Chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, joined Sena- 
tor MeMahon in introducing, pro- 
vides that “nothing in this act shall 
be interpreted as endorsing meas- 
ures undertaken by the present 
government of Yugoslavia which 
suppress or destroy religious, po- 
litical and economic liberty, and 
the Yugoslav government shall be 
so notified when aid is furnished 
under this act.” 

The second amendment requires 
the Secretary @f State to make a 
“full and detailed report” to Con- 
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gress on the operation of Yugoslav 
aid after each three-month period. 


While the legislation does not} 


provide for American distribution 
of the relief, as many Senators and 
Representatives hoped it would, so 
that the use of the aid materials 
might be carefully protected, the 
measure does call for U.S. observ- 
ers to note how the Yugoslav re- 
gime parcels it out. This provision, 
coupled with the periodic three- 
month check on the relief pro- 
gram, will provide, it is hoped, 
some brake on the communist use 
of it for purposes of propaganda 
and self-entrenchment. : 
While there was a unanimous 
disposition on the part of the 
American legislators to afford re- 
lief from real suffering wherever 
it exists, a solemn warning was 
sounded against the possibility 
that unconditioned aid to the Tito 
regime in Yugoslavia might be 
used to support tyranny and op- 
pression. 
“As long as tyranny exists any 


ei on the globe,” Representative 


ohn J. Rooney of New York told 
the House of Representatives, “the 
American way of life is faced 
with a threat. For America to 
foster tyranny—and that is what 
unconditioned aid to Yugoslavia 
would™ mean—would set a prece- 
dent which would result in the 
utter despair of millions of people 
of Eastern Europe and Asia who 
see in America the immovable 
Statue of Liberty and the un- 
quenchable light of freedom.” 
Representative John W. McCor- 
mack of Massachusetts, Majority 
Floor Leader in the House, said 
“to give relief to be administered 
by a communist leader would be 
a mistake, but if there were pro- 
per supervision by our Govern- 
ment, as a result of which we 
would be able to supervise the re- 
lief given the human beings, I 
think it would be a mighty good 
thing to do.” He pointed out that 
“in Yugoslavia, at least 95 per 
cent of the people believe in God, 
just as you and | and the other 
members of this body do.” 
Representative Anthony F. Tau- 
riello of New York introduced into 
the record of the debate telegrams 
he had received on request from 
Bishop John F. O’Hara, C.S.C., -of 
Buffalo, and Bishop Joseph A. 
Burke, Auxiliary of Buffalo. 


“On proposed aid to Yugosla- 
via,” said Bishop O’Hara, “I hope 
Congress will be guided by the 
law of charity. We don’t want 
people to starve anywhere.

The single angel, who appeared 
to the s rds, said nothing 
about peace at all. He told the 
shepherds that the new born Babe, 
wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
could be found in a manger of a 
stable or cave just outside the little 
town. Their response was “let us 
go over to Bethlehem and see this 
thing which has come to pass”; 
and the effect of their visit was 
“they returned praising Ged.” 


A large choir of angels sang 
their “Gloria” before the Crib, and 
emphasized that the purpose of the 
Savier’s coming was (1) to give 
glory to God in the highest, and 
(2) to give “peace to men of good 
will.” 

There was no peace promised to 
nations, nor was it promised to all 
the people, but to those of good 
will—good will not chiefly towards 
one another, but towards God. 

The Protestant version “peace 
on earth: good will towards men” 
does not make much sense, nor 
has peace been realized in the gen- 
erally accepted. sense. 

God certainly wants peace on 
earth, but “His” peace. Did not 
Christ tell His Apostles before He 
left the world “My peace I leave 
unto you, My peace I give unto 
you; not as the world gives, do I 
give unto you”? His peace was to 
result from a union of the human 
being with His God, producing 
peace of conscience, peace of mind, 
peace of heart.

Bad Will 


We may not love Communism be- 
cause it is anti-God and, there- 
fore, He must detest it. But we 
can love Communists who, for the 
most part, are misled and who are 
constituted of the same elements 
of which we are constituted, of a 
mortal bedy and an immortal soul. 
But they are “men of bad will,” 
and the angelic peace was not in- 
tended for them. 


If the world has been at war 
almost continuously for the last 
36 years—as it has been—it is 
due to the “had will’ of those 
who first labored to proveke war, 
then plan for war, and then re- 
fuse, at the Conference Table, to 
yield to just settlements. 


Peace is the “fruit of justice” 
and there can be no peace where 
injustice rules. It rules in all the 
nations behind the Iron Curtam. 
From 80 to 95% of the people in 
all those countries are disgatisfied 
with the Communistic rule, where 
there is no freedom, where every 
man must be careful what he may 
say to another, lest a government 
policeman, in plain clothes, be lis- 
tening in. Only at the risk of his 
life may he listen to radio pro- 
grams from outside his own coun- 
try. Those which are broadcast 
within his country are propaganda 
broadcasts, the material being 
supplied by government agents. 
Hence the bad will is chiefly 
among the rulers of nations, and 
not among their citizens, who 
would cheerfully glorify “God in 
the highest,” but who may not do 
that publicly except under severe 
restrictions placed on public ser- 
vices by the Communist govern- 
ment.

manger. That language does not 
spring from the printed page to 
the mind; it does not go from the 


mouth of one person to the ear of 


another. It goes straight from 
heart to heart, 


At Christmas time there are cer- 
tain moments when no language 
is as strong as a reverent silence. 
There are occasions that do not 
have words to match them. [If 
words cannot describe the power 
and beauty of a sunrise and a sun- 
set, if they fail before the trem- 
bling grief of a mother who 
mourns for her child, how can they 
put Christmas into their narrow, 
mechanical limits? 


Christmas brings us face to face 
with that mystery of divine love 
and divine abasement which in all 
the millions of years of eternity 
will continue to unfold to us new 
depths of meaning. While still on 
earth, the more a person grasps 
of the meaning of Christmas, the 
more helpless he will feel. Perhaps 
the best that can be done is to 
attack the problem in a negative 
way. When empty words have spun 
their story, then let the real mes- 
sage come from the crib that is 
not empty! 

What difference has Christ 
meant to us? What would my life 
have been if nineteen and one half 
centuries ago the Baby who was 
God had not been born? There is 
no knowing how white white is 
"til you. see it beside black. There 
is no real appreciation of sunshine 
to oné whose sky has never been 
overcast with clouds. There is no 
real appreciation of health without 
sickness. So also it is hard to real-

There was a Hierarchy in the 
Catholic Church from the begin- 
ning in the sense that there were 
bishops and priests and deacons, 
all af whom are referred to in the 
Acts of the Apostles. The other 
Apostles just took for granted 
that Peter was at the head of 
what we call “the Apostolic Col- 
lege,” as we shall show later in 
answer to another charge made by 
the minister. 


Evidently the Bishops were plac- 
ed over large cities rather than 
over villages. 


When the minister says: “The 
Bishops (pastors) of these church- 
es began to assume an unscriptur- 
‘al authority over the churches, it 
‘was not long until the clergy be- 
‘gan to be distinguished from the 
‘laity,” he is only repeating what 
‘modern churchmen have taught for 
‘the one purpose of justifying their 
lack of apostolic succession. What 
‘was “unscriptural” then, when no 
‘one knew what the complete New 
Testament was? 


Immediately after the Ascen- 
sion, when Peter addressed those 
who had observed a novena (nine 
‘days of prayer) in preparation for 
‘the coming of the Holy Ghost, 
‘pointing out that it was necessary 
'to elect a successor to Judas, he 
‘quoted David in these words: “And 
his Bishopric let another take” 
(King James Version, Acts I, 20). 
.Does not St. Paul, “writing to 
Timothy (1 Tim. III, 1-2) speak 
of the office of a “Bishop” and 
his qualifications ? 
the King James Version in 
other places translates the Greek 
word “Episcopos” as “overseer,” 
and the Catholic Bible translates 
it “Bishop,” it does not change the 
office of the person. A rose re- 
mains a rose, no matter what oth- 
er name may be‘used to define it. 
A Bishop was an “overseer” of a 
district—an overseer of the clergy 
and of the laity. The Latin word 
for Bishop is the same as the 
Greek word. It is Episcopus, and 
in relation to ecclésiastical matters 
it is not translated “overseer.” 

The distinction between people 
and priest was always clear in the 
minds of the early Christians, but 
since the Christians were prac- 
tically all converts either from 
Judaism or paganism, and needed 
two Sacraments which the priest 
is not authorized to administer, 
there were, for a time, probably 
more Bishops than priests. Never 
has it been held that a priest is 
authorized to transmit the power 
of ordination to another, but it 
has always been held by the 
\Church that Bishops, successors of 
Apostles, were so empowered. St. 
‘Paul, an Apostle and Bishop or- 
dained Timothy and Titus and oth- 
ers.

FRANCIS HOWARD 


HEN St. Francis of Assisi died in the year 
1226, he left a rich heritage to the Church. 
His mission had been revolutionary in his 
day in bringing the Saviour into the con- 
sciousness of the common people. For many 
his homely interpretation of the Gospel had 
been like the coming of spring with its flow- 
ers and bird song. Surely no man of his 
time found more joy in his religion.

As Christmas Eve drew near, St. 
Francis gave orders to Giovanni, a 
devout man in the little town, to 
get an ox and an ass, along with 
a manger and all the fittings of a 
stable. Giovanni dutifully brought 
them to the mountain cave, and 
there, in the opening, when the 
Holy Night arrived, St. Francis 
and his brethren arranged them 
in a realistic representation of the 
seene in the stable in Bethlehem. 


“ 
The manger was full of hay, the 
animals stood quietly in their 
places—the entire setting was as 
it had been on that night of the 
adoration by the shepherds cen- 
turies before. 


The people who flocked to the 
scene from the valley carried 
torches, so the dark pine woods and 
the manger in the cave were beau- 
tifully. illuminated. And St. Fran- 
cis’ followers held candles, which 
shone with a clear, steady flame in 
the background. 


At the service held at midnight 
St. Francis served as deacon and 
read the Gospel account ‘in a voice 
of deep emotion: “And she brought 
forth her first-born Son, and 
wrapped Him up in _ swaddling 


clothes, and laid Him in a man- 
eae te 


Then, when he had finished, St. 
Francis began to preach. His ser- 
mon was on the Child Jesus. The 
people listened in wonder, for never 
had they heard anyone speak of 
the Saviour so tenderly or with 
such intense devotion. Their souls 
could not but be kindled. 


It is no wonder that that manger 
service marked a new departure 
in the: observance of Christmas. 
The dramatic vigil in the forest 
cave lingered in the memories of 
St. Francis’ followers, for the scene 
and the words of their master 
brought home to their hearts in a 
realistic manner the story of the 
birth of the Christ Child in Beth- 
lehem. The memory of it endures 
to this day. 


Nowadays manger scenes are 
used everywhere during the Christ- 
mas season—in churches, in pri- 
vate homes, and in public parks. In 
Boston, Massachusetts, for exam- 
ple, the municipal authorities set 
up an impressive group in Copley 
Square, where thousands pause to 
gaze. upon it. In Cincinnati; Ohio, 
t! Nativity scene that is regularly 
set up in elaborate detail in front 
of the Union Terminal is known all 
over the Middle West. 

But no matter where the Christ- 
mas manger is re-created, the ori- 
ginal idea of the creche goes back 
te that hillside representation of 
more than seven centuries ago, 
where, in the hush of the stars 
overhead and with the candles of 
his followers held aloft, St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi told the story of the 
Child Jesus in a manner so simple 
that his listeners felt the warmth 
of his love for the Saviour stealing 
into their hearts.

But happy as I shall be that 
night to kneel at the altar with 
the others, if you are in my parish 
church you may notice that I am 
perilously close to tears, too. Even 
though I have so much to be happy 
for, and in spite of the fact that 
I am not one to show my emotions 
readily. — 

Then know, you who kneel be- 
side me, that for me and many 
another convert, joy is mixed with 
thoughts of those who are not 
there, who have not the two gifts

The combined liturgy of the 
-three Masses emphasizes the great- 
ness of the mystery of God Be- 
come Men as a whole, rather than 
separate ideas proposed in each 
Mass. 3 

In the first. Mass, at mid- 
night, the introit commemorates 
the eternal Nativity, and the same 
motive is taken up again in the 
gradual and communion. On the 
other hand, the epistle, the collect 
and especially the gospel refer to 
the birth in Bethlehem. 

It is almost the other way 
around in the third Mass for the 
day.

Because of its origin, the Mass 
said at-dawn has a special os 
in the Christmas liturgy.

Father Cavanaugh Said: 


ou read the speech of 

J. Cavanaugh, C. S. 

C., President of the University of 
Notre Dame, at the annual dinner 
given to the team about 10 days 
ago. Possibly not, However, I’ve 
had so many letters asking about 
the so-called de-emphasis of foot- 
ball at Notre Dame that I’m going 
to take the risk of ste | ag og 
and quote quite liberally from his 
talk. I sort of think that the facts 
talk for themselves. So here they 
are: 
“I am not the one to say why 
Notre Dame lost four games and 
tied another, but I suspect that 
for one glorious afternoon in their 
lives the coaches and players of 
Purdue, Indiana, Michigan State 
and Southern California had some- 
thing to say about who was going 
to win, and my hat is off to the 
splendid coaches and their superb 
ese who beat us. They did 
exactly what many a team might 
have done when we were in the 
process of going 39 games without 
defeat. 

“As a result of my casual ob- 
servation this season, | am con- 
vinced of two extremely import- 
ant facts: that no university 
ever had finer boys go out onto 
the field to play for it and to 
play for it all the way to wim; 
no university ever had higher- 
minded young men representing 
it off the field, nor a group of 
coaches who worked more bril- 
liantly and loyally than Frank 
Leahy and his assistants worked 
for Notre Dame this year. . . 

“For those who have any mis- 
givings about Frank Leahy’s status 
with Notre Dame, I should like to 
say this: Mr. Leahy’s present con- 
tract still has several years to run. 
At the risk of embarassing Frank, 
and as an added vote of confidence 
in him, I am making the announce- 
ment for the first time tonight 
that the university is increasing 
his salary. Frank has often told 
me of his desire to remain at 
Notre Dame as long as he contin- 
ues to coach. And it should be ev- 
ident, even to the ‘doubting Thom- 
ases,’ that Notre Dame will want 
Frank Leahy. 

“Some, who only a few months 
ago, insisted that we put lead into 
the shoes of the players and looked 
with disdain upon the truly great 
Mr. Leahy because he was winning, 
now wonder if we had better not 
do something or football will be 
dishonored and the University will 
be disgraced.” 

I suppose by ‘do something’ they 
mean that we should start hiring 
players directly or indirectly, or 
devise some ingenious, covered ar- 
rangement by which loyal alumni 
could induce young men to come 
to the university to play for pay.

‘| Here on this hallowed, old campus 


that has had a proud history of 
athletic relationships, we have 
some pretty definite, long-standing 
ideas about football. One of them 
is that football is the greatest of 
all collegiate sports, if properly 
conducted; but we are flatly and 
irreconcilably against paying foot- 
ball players, directly or indirectly. 

“Notre Dame is frankly hopeful 
that fine, outstanding ends, and 
tackles, and guards, and centers, 
and backs, will continue to come to 
the University. We urge our alum- 
mi to try and attract such boys. 
What will they get? 

“They will get what they have 
always got, no matter how poor 
they may be, an opportunity for 
a real education. They will get 
tuition scholarships, and a job 
that will interfere neither with 
their studies nor with their ath- 
letics, to help defray the ex- 
penses of their board and lodg- 
ing. They will be expected to en- 
ter into the full academic life 
of the University as real stu- 
dents. Entrance requirements 
will not be lowered by the Uni- 
versity, and the University will 
constantly be on the alert to see 
that participation in athletics 
does not prevent such students 

from being, at all times, candi- 
dates for degrees. This means 
that athletes will have to main- 
tain a 77 average rather than 
merely get by. There will be no 
coddling of the athletes, because 
short-changed on their educa-

Evidently the Church, during the 
days of severe persecution by the 
pagan Emperors, was not able to 
form a Hierarchy such as was de- 
veloped immediately after these 
persecutions ceased, but early 
Christian writers make very clear 
what was the office of the Bishop 
as distinguished from a priest. If 
Bishops were sometimes called 
priests, it was because they were 
priests as well. 

Ignatius of Antioch, who was 
Bishop of that city from the year 
98 to the year 117, mentions in 
his letters the three orders of 
Bishops, priests and deacons; and 
also refers to the divine origin of 
the Episcopate. (Confer Ad. Mag-

the eleventh century, and those 
which took place in Germany, 
Switzerland and England in the 
sixteenth century. 


Challenge Acepted 


Probably the good minister will 
be better convinced of the existence 
of deacons, priests and Bishops in 
Apostolic times if he will read 
what is recorded by deacons and 
priests of Achaia concerning St. 
Andrew, the Apostle, who was 
martyred in the year 60 by Nero, 
the arch-persecutor. His feast has 
been observed throughout all the 
centuries both in the Latin and 
Greek churches on November 30. 
These “priests and deacons of 
Achaia” claim that they were wit- 
nesses of the martyrdom of St. 
Andrew and that before he was 
sentenced to death he was offered 
his liberty if he would only sacri- 
fice to the pagan gods. His an- 
swer was: “I sacrifice daily at the 
altar to the omnipotent God, not 
the flesh of bulls, nor the blood of 
goats, but the immaculate Lamb 
Who, after having been sacrificed, 
perseveres whole and alive.” 

Christopher Hollis, the most 
prolific writer in England at the 
present time, was converted to the 
Catholic Church by his study of 
history and he quotes Lingard, the 
English historian, as saying:

Challenges Claim Of 
Freedom Made By 
Ambassador Popovic 


Washington —(NC)— A state- 
ment by Yugoslav Ambassador 
Viadimir Popovic that freedom of 
religion exists in Tito’s° commun- 
ist country has beén challenged by 
National Commander Donald 
McQuade of the Catholic War Vet- 
erans of the United States. 

A recent exchange of letters on 
the subject was made public by 
ns National Headquarters 
ere, 

Commander McQuade, on behalf 
of American Catholic veterans of 
bth World Wars who are mem- 
bers of the C.W.V., wrote to Am- 
bassador Popovic on November 10. 
He said that the Catholic War Vet- 
erans, on humanitarian and charit- 
able grounds, supported the U. S. 
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Government’s efforts to ship food 
and other necessities to the starv- 
ing Yugoslav people. At the same 
time, he asked the Ambassador to 
request the Tito Government to 
end its persecution of religion in 
Yugoslavia. 


In a reply dated December 5,

He quoted Article 25 of | 
the Yugoslav Constitution which |

The accuracy of the Ambassa- 
dor’s statement was questioned by 
Commander McQuade in a subse- 
quent letter to the Ambassador, 
dated December 15. 

“Does the theory of Article 25 
have any basis in fact?” he asked. 
“It is commonly known, for in- 
stance,” he added, “that at least 
400 clergymen, mostly Catholic 
priests, have been put to death by 
your government; 
of other clergymen, including 
Catholic and Orthodox bishops, are 
imprisoned in Yugoslavia; that 
clergymen still at liberty are pre- 
vented from the free exercise of 
their ministry; that Catholic sis- 
ters have been expelled from their 
convents and many of them jailed 
like common criminals; that all 
Catholic. schools, hospitals, homes 
for the aged and orphanages have 
been confiscated; that seminaries 
have been closed by the Tito Gov- 
ernment; that the Yugoslavian re- 
ligious press has been suppressed, 
and that intolerable restrictions 
have been placed on the teaching 
of religion in Yugoslayia. 

“Why do thése conditions prevail 
in your country if, as you say, 
freedom of religion is being re- 
spected by the Tito Government?” 

In addition, Commander Mc- 
Quade asked “why Yugoslavia 
continues to violate its pledges to

West Germany 
Pledged To 
World Peace 


By Max Jordan 


Bonn, Germany—(NC)—“There 
can be no more pressing Christmas 


wish on the part of a Christian 
statesman than the preservation of 
world peace in order that all the 
nations on earth who have suffered 
so heavily in the wars and ordeals 
of the past decades may recover 
spiritually and economically.” 


This was the sentiment express- 
ed by Konrad Adenauer, head of 
the West German Government 
here, in an exclusive statement to 
this correspondent on the occasion 
of the Christmas holidays. a 
ing to a question with regard to 
the specific contribution Germany 
might make in this direction, the 
Chancellor went on to say: 


“We have repeatedly pledged 
strict observance of all the engage- 
ments we have undertaken in the 
international field. Hoping that 
peace be preserved, we shall strive 
to bring about a solution of all ex- 
isting differences by way of negoti- 
ation, and without involvement in 
war. 


“On the other hand, if we are ex- 
posed to unwarranted aggression, 
we are prepared to defend our ex- 
istence and cultural life jointly 
with those peoples which feel an 
obligation toward the basic tenets 
of international and natural law.” 


Dr. Adenauer, who is not only 
head of his government but also 
the leader of the Christian Demo- 
cratic Party, the predominantly 
Catholic party which functions as 
a balance-wheel in the turmoil of 
German pretties and adheres faith- 
fully to both Christian and demo- 
cratic principles, is himself known 
as a practical Catholic of deep con- 
victions. He is an early riser and 
daily communicant and a elose 
friend of His Eminence Josef Car- 
dinal Frings, Archbishop of Col- 
ogne. His sentiments are clearly re- 
flected in his policies. 


“Germany,” he explained in an- 
swering my question as to how he 
viewed his ray ng immediate 
future, “Which in her disastrous 
collapse has experienced the de- 
ception of a materialistic policy 
couched in pseudo-idealistic terms, 
feels very strongly the responsibili-
